Fungicides cn the Farm 


- 

Fungicides for the control of plant 
diseases and for gencral disinfection 
are used on all farms. Some of the 
best fungicides are the most pois- 


onous and troublesome to handle. A 
careless person might have some 
difficulty in using either mercury 
dusts or formalin. e 
* Mercury fungicides such as cere- 
san, leytosan, and lunasan, widely 
used for treating grain, are excellent 
fungicides and should not give 
trouble if handled as recommended. 
Avoid inhaling the dusts; work in 
a well ventilated building or outside; 
and wear a mask, If masks are not 
available, tie a clean handkerchief 
over the nose and mouth, Suitable 
masks are not expensive. After 
handling poisonous dusts or solu- 
tions, wash up thoroughly, especially 
before eating. Avoid an excess of 
fungicide on the hands, face or 
clothing. @ Left-over dusted grain 
should not be fed to livestock; it 
may be sown for green feed. 
Formalin, an irritating and deadly 
poison, has been used for years by 
most farmers without serious trouble. 
They know it and handle it with the 
care and caution it deserves, It is 
a good fungicide and general dis- 
infectant, Formalin treated grain 
may be fed to livestock after 
thorough airing. Farmers have used 
bluestone and lysol as general dis- 
infectants without serious trouble, 
although they are poisonous, Sulphur 
is a good common fungicide.@ It is 
nonpoisonous except when burned 
for fumigation purposes; then the 
fumes are both irritating and toxic. 
Before using any fungicide, read 
carefully tho directions printed on 
the container. Note the warning 
cross bones and skull, if any, and 
read the “antidote.” If an accident 
occurs, call a doctor without delay, 
Keep all poisonous material out of 
reach of children. Fungicides, in- 
secticides, gopher and rat poisons 
should be kept together in a box or 
cabinet under lock and key. Clean 
up and put away all utensils used 
for fungicide mixtures or treatments, 
Always use the best fungicides. 
The basic rules are simple, master 
them; apply the treatment and 
apply common sense—Do not be 
careless—Contributed by Dr. P. M.

hoof, 

Hay was $25 a ton then dropped to 
$3.75 and after 1920 ruin and bank- 
ruptcy were commonplace in every 
section in Canada, and returned sol- 
diers—starved off the land—were 
selling lead pencils, candy and soap 
from door to door, and dying on their 
feet from sheer discouragement and 
poverty, their children forced to quit 
school at 15 and 16 years of age tu 
take hard, underpaid jobs to keep 
the rest of the family from starva- 
tion, 

That’s what Canada is going to sce 
doesn’t happen again but unless 
everyone keeps battling, it will come 
as sure as guns, 

How to prevent it, well here’s your 
part in this nation wide fight, watch 
prices, observe ration regulations, buy 
only what you really need, for if in- 
flation ever gets its ugly beak into 
us we'll go thirough all the hard times 
again, only thley’ll be harder this time 
for there are more people to suffer, 
more prices tumble, There’s more to 
to los.

Through the length and breadth of 
the nation there are few who have'nt 
some relative, man or woman, some- 
where in the armed forces and it’s 
only natural that everyone is con- 
cerned with their future when the 
guns stop booming. Certainly they’ve 
got to stand on their own feet to a 
great extent to preserve their own 
self respect and independence but in 
view of their services to our country 
the state hias some responsibility for 
their rehabilitation. That got me 
thinking that right here in Ottawa, of 
course, is the answer to problems 
which have been maybe bothering 
people. : 

I have heard of the Canadian Vet- 
erans Rehabilitation Plan, but didn’t 
know much about it, figured most 
other people wouldn’t either, so I 
struck off to see E. B. Reid, superin- 
tendent of publicity for the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and National Health 
and got from him a clear picture 
of just what is being planned for thc 
men and women returning to civil 
life, What you think of itt is you 
own business. Whiat I propose to do 
is lay the facts before you for easy 
comprehension. 

The whole very important Plan 
hiad to be a blueprint first but some 
of it is at work already, Apparently 
they tackled the problem with the 
keynote idea that the “job” is the 


their vehicles, 
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vital thing and the answer to the job 
is “skill”, You knew, of course, that 
the men and women have been guar- 
anteed a return to their civilian jobs, 
if they exist, and if they were bona 
fide employees of the company be- 
fore enlisting, and with seniority 
rights established, But what about 
the thousands and _ thousands of 
others not fortunate enough to have 
a piece-time niche to step back in 
to? That’s the highlight of the plan 
as I saw it. 

To ensure that thing called finan- 
cial security during the transition 
period the Post Discharge Re-Estab- 
lishment Order provides cash al- 
lowances of $10.20 weekly to the 
single person, $14.40 to the marrieu 
and if necessary additional allow- 
ances for children on the same scale 
as when the person was iy service, 
There are 5 groups eligible Mr. Reid 
told me; I. Those fit and available 
for work and who have no suitable 
employment available. 2. [Those 
under vocationa] training (also pro- 
vided under government auspices). 
8. Those in small business or on 
farms and awaiting returns, 4. Aft- 
er discharge those temporarily unable 
to work. 5. Those finishing univer- 
sity education which was interrupted 
by the war (and provision for this 
is also in the plan.) 

Before getting into the meat of the

thing let me add that these allowances 


except in out-of-work benefits can be 
applied for within 12 months after 
discharge or the end of the war. The 
out-of-work one are paid only within 
18 months after discharge, 

The vocational training phase of 
the plan seems to me to hit thle jack- 
pot. Ther are no strings attachied to 
the offer in this war, so there’s no 
use starting to think “they didn’t do 
this or that” in the last one. Any ser 
vice man or woman, the plan definite- 
ly states, is entitled to vocationas 
training on the basis of period of ser- 
vice, if hle will benefit by it, for a 
minimum of 12 months. Fields ot 
employment are now being vigorous- 
ly explored and plans, I am told, are 
laid by which they expect more than 
50 percent of those discharged from 
the services will go into industry to 
be trained in various fields. There 
will be sympathetic guiding and that, 
to me seems another highlight of the 
plans laid to restore our men and 
women returning from the war. 

It might be well to add lest any- 
one think the Plun is just in the mind 
yet that phases of the program are 
operating already with more than 
6,000 having benefitted and some 
2000 getting training. Last reports 
indicate that in connection with those 
whose university education had been 
interrupted by enlistmeat, some 7b 
are back and continuing their cotrses

New Gasoline Licenses 
and Ration Coupon Books 


On March 31, the present gasoline licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. After that date no gasoline will be sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-45 ration book. 
In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at once 
for a new license and ration coupon book for each of his vehicles. 
Application forms must be completed in detail. 
Commencing April 1, under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the Opera- 
tion of which will be basically the same as that now in effect, all 
non-commercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic‘ AA" 
gasoline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle. 
Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a **Special’’ category, who 
can prove their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the'year ending March 31, 1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
— the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 
The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
“Special’’, and each book will contain not more than 60 units, To 
permit constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one ‘'Special’’ book, or portion thereof, will be issued at a time. 
The Oil Controller also has the right to refuse any application for 
a “Special” category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
an infraction of the regulations. 
The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a‘*Special’* 
Category unless your need is urgent. 
Gasoline for commercial vehicles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi- 
ties after March 31, operators of commercial vehicles are urged to 
complete at once and é detail the required application for each of 


On and after April 1, service station attendants will not accept 
gasoline ration coupons unless the license plate number of the motor 
vehicle for which they were issued is written in ink on cach coupon. 
Every motor vehicle must also display on its windshield a 1944-45 
sticker indicating the category of the coupon book submitted at 
the time of the purchase, 
If the owner of a motor vehicle sells, transfers or disposes of it in 
any way, it is his obligation to sce that the gasoline license and 
ration coupon book for that vehicle is returned immediately to the. 
nearest Regional Oil Control Office. 
To obtain a gasoline license and ration coupon book, secure an 
application form at your nearest Post Office. Study the 

form and follow carefully the instructions contained therein, 


When you receive your 1944-45 gasoline ration book, guard it carefully. 
Do not leave it in your car. If, because of your negligence, it is lost or 
stolen, it may not be replaced,

New Values For Old 


# startling and challenging piece of information has been drawn to our 


attention by the Department of Nutrition Services at Ottawa. In survey- 
ing and computing nutrition values on the food available for civilian con- 
sumption in Canada last year it was found that potatoes are the source of 
385% of the Vitamin C that is available to Canadians in the present market: 
Moreover, one average potato contains enough Vitamin C to supply %4 of 
our daily requirement. Do you see the tremendous significance of these 
statements? Vitamin C is essential to our health and it is particularly 
difficult to obtain the amounts that we need in winter time. Yet the humble 
potato is willing to come to our rescue, if we will only take the trouble 
necessary to avail ourselves of the value that is there. This means that 
we must cook our potatoes properly. 

A mild deficiency of Vitamin C resultg in defective teeth and bone 
formation, tender joints, headaches, low resistance to infection, digestive 
disturbances and general weakness and restlessness. This same Vitamin 
C is destroyed by overcooking, especially in rapidly boiling water in an 
open kettle, 

Potatoes contain enough Vitamin C to supply one-third to one-half of 
our daily requirement—if we do not boil it away in preparing those pota- 
toes for the table. Boiled pared potatoes have become a staple daily dish 
in vast numbers of Canadian homes; with the result that Canadians are 
deriving great benefit from the energy-giving value of the potato, but are 
losing the Vitamin values which could so easily be included. The solution 
is simple enough: 


1. Bake your potatoes, or 
2. Steam your potatoes, or 
3. Boil potatoes in their jackets with a cover on the pot. 


Baked potatoes are the most nutritious form in which you can eat 
them. Very little of the value of the potato is lost if it is baked. Why not 
make use of your furnace and save heating the oven. Scrub the potatoes 
thoroughly, grease the skins with a bit of dripping so they will be fender 
enough to eat, and put them on the wide ledge inside your furnace door, 
and they will bake in about one hour. Be sure your family eats the skin 
so they get the benefit of all the minerals that lie close to it. 

Steamed potatoes are preferable to boiled ones because this elusive 
Vitamin C, though easily destroyed by cooking in water, is not as quickly 
destroyed by cooking in steam. If you have no steamer, suspend a colander 
Done 
in this way they will take about fifteen minutes longer to cook but will 
have a very fine flavor. 

If you must boil*your potatoes, do so with the skins on! Don't peel 
them first. Scrub them well instead and boil them in a covered kettle, 
Their nutritive value will be much higher.

The whole plan seemed to me one 
designed particularly as a mutual aid 
sort of a thing. :'The men or women 
returning from war service have a 
direct responsibility to help them 
selves, fut deserve and are to get a 
helping hand from those whom they 
served, the people, and the people 
are the state.
